The attention of the directors of 
Greenbelt Consumer Services, Inc., 
was deflected Friday night during 
the first half hour of their meet- 
ing from the usual orbit of retail 
business policy by discussion of the 
role two of their members. Walter 
Bierwagen (chairman) and Henry 
Walter, should take in Mayor Frank 
Lastner’s planning 
which teld a preliminary meeting 
the same evening, Harry Zubkofft 
protested Bierwagen's proposed ab- 
gence on a board night. Morris 
Solomon and Sam Schwimer ex- 
pressed doubts as to Bierwagen 
and Walter’s authority to repre- 
sent GCS on the new planning 
group, The doubts were resolved 
by an examination of the by-lawa. 
Bierwagen explained that the mat- 
ters under discussion were differ- 
ent from those aiready being 
handled by a committee on the 
problem cf commercial property 
ownership; and, backed by Walter, 
affirmed that no binding action 
would be taken without consulting 
the board as a whcle. 

Bierwagen and Walter departed 
at 8:30. Treasurer Calman Wine- 
gerden, next officer in line of those 
present, took the chair. The at- 
tendance was reduced to five board 
menibers (out of nine), one gen- 
eral manager, two audit committee 
members, one reporter and one ob- 
server, It was repoted by the 
Executive Committee that board 
member Charles A, Bicking, of 
Takoma Perk, had found it im- 
possible to attend most of the meet- 
fugs since his election at the an- 
nual meeting. In accordance with 
the bylaws, which were applied for 
the first time in a case of this kind, 
Eleanor Ritchie. after considerable 
discussion, was “forthwith” unan- 
fmously elected to serve as a di- 
rector until the next quarterly 
meeting, in place of Bicking. Mrs. 
Ritchie was a member of the 1951 
board, 

There were no committee re- 
ports and no formal report by the 
general manager, It was supposed 
to be a “membership and educa- 
tion’ meeting. But efforts. along 
those lines apparently had been 
exhausted in the quarterly mem- 
bership meeting held two days be- 
fore. The various committees at 
that time combined their reports 
in one document, the essence of 
which was published in the Conp- 
erator, Outstanding event not in- 
ectuded in the document was a ‘ser- 
ious suggestion” by Samuel Ashel- 
man, general manager, that free 
movies be shown on an _ experi- 
mental basis in the Greenbelt 
Theater during the middie of each 
week as an amenity for the citizen- 
ry and an attraction to the peri- 
pheral public who might thus be 
induced to patronize the Greenbelt 
shopping center. Theater Manag- 
er Jack Fruchtman took the sug- 
gestion. under advisement but 
warned that there weould probably 
be apposition from film distributors 
and other exhibitors.

Council Sets Salary; 
Scores Traffic Sins

An ordinance to increase the city 
manager's salary by $500 was passed 
hy the city council at its mecting 
Jast Monday night Charles T. 
McDonald, city manager, will now 
carn $8,000 a year, with a maximum 
of $9,500 to be reached after six 
Years, In proposing the ordinance, 
Mayor Francis J. Lastner ex- 
plained that the increase was in 
line with comparable communities 
of the size of Greenbelt, and with 
the types of services provided by 
this community. 


Salary Kaise 

Speaking tor the proposal, 
¢cuncilman Thomag Canning sug- 
gester that the increase may not 
be sufficient, He stated that com- 
parable federal governmont salary 
raises are greater. Lastner, Ebow- 
eve, explained that the increase 
was agreed upon after several con- 


ferences and research about other 
communities. 


Consideration of the monthly re-- 
ports from derartment heade dis- 
closed that the department of pub- 
lic safety was quite active during 
May. ‘Traffic violations amounted 
to 11, for am adltime hign. A cam- 
paign by the police department to 
diminish traffic violations ig still 
in progress, 

Passed after a second reading 
was an additional appropriation of 
$400 for fireworks on the Fourth of 
July celebration at the take 
grounds. Including the $100 al- 
ready provided in the budget, % 
total of $500 will be spent. Pree 
bus service to and from the take 
will also be provided, the council 
voted, City operation of the bus 
for a complete year will be com- 
memorated by the free serviee., 

At the next meeting on July 14 
consideration of the problem re- 
lated to long-time employeeg at the 
top of their grades will be given. 
Abcut seven ernrphloyees are ‘n- 
velved, After reaching the masi- 
mum salary in their classifications, 
it is felt by some members of 
ccuncil, these employees aro “ta a 
rut,” salary-wise. It is hoped that 
some solution of their problen wi 
be arranged.

Acceding to an announcement 
from Finance chairman Tom 
Fiitchie, the board of directors or 
OWVHC has established the method 
by which transfers are to be ef- 
fected, The new system had its 
first try-out this weck, 

Groups Set Up 

The master priority lst remains 
the Priority Book, which members 
signed as they made their good 
faith deposits. Within this frame- 
work, however, three groups have 
heen set up. Group I includes 
cnarter memhers (those veho sign- 
ed oup ocfore December 1947); 
Group WW includes chose residents 
who joined between December 1947 
and June 1950; Group If] includes 
those who joined after June 1950. 
Members will be contacted accord- 
ing to the yroups to which they 
have been assigned. 

How It Works

Dear Editor: 

This is to remind the citizens of. 
Green! elt that another golden op- 
portunity is sHpping through our 
fingers, 

For years, Greenbelt has had a 
free kindergarten. We have ac- 
cepted this service and taken it for 
granted as we have many of’ the 
othe features that make this ccom- 
munity such a paradise for child- 
fen, We were the only community 
in the county.to enjoy a free kind- 
ergarten, : 

When they learned absolutely 
that there would be no free kinder- 
garten, a group of mothers began 
planning realistically for tne fu- 
ture, The crowded condition of 
‘schools throughout the courty 
made our kindergarten ‘rooms look 
especially good to. a harassed 
school] board. These mothers man- 
aged to secure two rooms free of 
charge, out of the five now in use. 
This means that now and in the 
future, only 100 children each year 
can be assured of space in the 
schoo!, This igs tragic, in view of 
the fact that over 300 children were 
registered in kindergarten this 
year. 

There are only 90 registrations 
for next year. Half of them have 
not paid the first month’s tuition 
which ig needed to guarantee the 
first month’s salary to a prespective 
teacher. 

We pay the lowest tuition of 
ans cooperative kindergarten in 
the county and we are the only 
kindergarten in the county who has 
the use of a public schoul room. If 
you fail to register your five year 
old nev’, you may be denying your 
future five year old the oppor- 
tunity.. :
